Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is distinguished over the prior art of record by a barrel 
plating device comprising a collar formed of a low friction material, said collar being 
fixed to a portion of each lead wire within and in sliding contact with a bush in a manner 
allowing rotation of the bush together with the barrel relative to said collar, said collar 
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having a slotted portion with a plurality of slots axially extending from an end thereof 
facing a hollow support shaft, said slotted portion extending into said large diameter 
bore and having an outer circumferential projection engaged within the groove. The 
prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests the combination of limitations recited in 
the instant claims. 

Lewellen teaches collar bearings 24 and 34 (figures 1-5). However, the collar of 
Lewellen does not have a plurality of slots, a slotted portion extending into a large 
diameter bore, or an outer circumferential projection as recited in claim 1. Since the 
prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests the combination of limitations recited in 
the instant claims, one skilled in the art would not have been motivated to invent the 
claimed apparatus.
